Don't Like the Sugar Bounty. 
The Demooratio organ on Prairie 


street succeeded in carving ont of two 
sentences, beginning in the middle ot 
one and ending ia the middle ol another, 
in a speech delivered by Major MoKin- 
ley the words, "Who paya the taxes? 
You did it all. Tha foreigner does not 
pay a dollar; tho tax gatharer cannot 
reach him," and referring the matter to 
ns for an explanation, 
This we did, 


quoting all that MoKinley said on tbe 
subject down to where he said: "The 
only way to reach the foreigner is to meet 
him et tbe ports on onr seaboard when he 
comes here with bia products to sell 
them in the best market in the world 
and tax him there." 


This was a fair explanation and we 


asked that paper to publish the fnll ex- 
tract of MoKinley's speech for the ben- 
efit ot those of its readers it misled. It 
has utterly ignored onr request, and in- 
stead propounds another oonnndrnm ae 
follows: 


If the foreigner really does pay the 


tariff tax as Editor Calhoun insists, will 
he please explain to a wondering world, 
why the tariff on sugar was removed, and 
also explain why, when it was removed, 
the price went down and oonenmers got 
cheaper sugar. If he assigns as a re won 
the claim that the sugar tax was a rev- 
enue tax how will be justify the sugar 
bonnty that tbe MoKinley bill provides 
for? 


This interrogatory is based on a state- 


ment made by Maj. McKinley in thiit part 
ot his speech whioh the Review garbled, 
to the effect that the Ohio farmer sells his 
wheat in Buffalo for »1.00n bushel bad 
the Canadian farmer sells his wheat in 
Buffalo for 91.00 
a bushel. The Ohio 


farmer takes his dollar home, bnt the 
Canadian farmer has to leave with tbe 
United States government 25 cents for 
every bushel he sells fo? the privilege ol 
this market, and only takes 7D oents 
home with him. 
This is so plain that 


tho average Democrat con understand 
it if he wants to. The Canadian in this 
case pays tariff taxes to the govern- 
ment. 


As to the second element in the propo- 


sition the editor of the Review correctly 
anticipates that the KEPUBLIOAN would 
say that tho tariff on sugar was a reve- 
nue tariff and was added to the cost ot 
the article in a great measure, but he de- 
sires to know bow, if snob an attitude is 
ofwumed, we can "justify the 
sngar 


bonnty that tho McKinley bill provides 
for." 


That happens to be a simple matter, 


also. The Demooratio party wants a 
tariff on sugar whioh amounts to about 3 
oents a pound ou every pound of sugar 
consumed, amounting to about 856,000,- 
000 a year, or a tux amounting to about a 
dollar a year for each man, woman and 
child in the Dnited States. The sngar 
bounty provided by the MoKinley bill is 
2 cents a pound on the sngar we pro- 
duce, which will amount to about 
810, 


000,000 a year, or about 15 cents a year 
for each person in the country. Oa this 
line the bonnty provision of the McKin- 
ley bill is justifiable, and has become 
very plain to the poople. Bnt there is 
another line on which the sugar bonnty 
is justifiable. It was not adopted to en. 
rioh the sngar barons of Louisiana, as 
Northern Democrats love to claim, bnt 
was adopted tu encourage the develop- 
ment of making sugar from the Bagar 
beet. The result so far has been the 
erection ot six or eight enormoan facto- 
ries in California, Nebraska and Kansas. 


By the stimulus of a sngar bounty 


both France arid Germany have so en- 
couraged the production of beet sngar 
that they not only produce all they con- 
sume but have sugar to sell. Patriotic 
Americans believe the same can be done 
in America, aud under the bounty that 
effort has began in earnest, and millions 
of pounds of Bagar will be added to our 
production of sugar in America this year 


Look on This.
